WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Venn- 
sylvania Republican leaders have 
consented to allow Vice-Presiient. 
Curtis to open the party campaign 
in the State a week from Saturday, 
as scheduled, but they have exact- 
ed a pledge from the administra- 
tion that he will not mention his 
ary views on prohibition. This was 
disclosed yesterday afternoon, fol- 
lowing a visit to the White Huse 
by Charles Martin, Republican 
State chairman, and James M. 
Hazlett, one of “Bill” Vare’s Thil- 
adelphia Heutenants. 

There had been considerable 
alarm in administration circles over 
the possibility that party leaders 
in Pennsylvania would humiliate 
the vice-presidential candidate for 
re-election by canceling the invita- 
tion. Equally anxious were Penn- 
sylvania Republicans that the dry 
Kansan not spill the political * 
in their State by emp 
opposition to repeal. * 

The invitation to Curtis to open 
the Pennsylvania campaign was ex- 
tended before he made his accept- 
ance speech, in which he revealed 
that he is still in favor of retaining 
the eighteenth amendment. After 
that speech Pennsylvania leaders 
openly discussed the wisdom of 
withdrawing the invitation. Treas- 
ury Secretary Mills was mentioned 
as a possible substitute for Curtis, 
Mills being a wet. 

Wants Economic Talk. 

Martin and Haslett, after leaving 
the White House yesterday, said 
that Curtis would appear at the 
opening rally at Allentown, but 
would avoid all reference to the 
prohibition issue. Hazlett thought 
this would appear natural. 

am sure the Vice-President 
won't mention prohibition,” he said. 
“You would naturally expect him 
to talk on industrial questions in 
that part of the State. We want an 
address along economic lines, of the 
type which Mr. Curtis can make so 
well.“ 

The suggestion that “Egg Char- 
ley” is an authority on economics 
was rather new to Washington, but 
Hazlett seemed quite earnest about 
it. He said Curtis had discussed 
the tariff in Pennsylvania four 
years ago, and had made votes for 
the ticket. 

The one item of cheering news 
which Hazlett an¢ Martin brought 
to President Hoover was that the 
Vare organization in Philadelphia 
is prepared to “go down the line” 

.for the Republican presidential 
ticket in November. There had 
been some misgivings about Vare's 
attitude. 
Some Campaign Problems. 

Although he insured Hoover's 

nomination at Kansas City in 1928 
by throwing the Pennsylvania dele- 
gation to him, the President refused 
to go to Vare’s rescue in the lat- 
ter’s fight to hold his seat in the 
Senate, and the Philadelphia boss 
has since maintained a cool attitude 
toward the administration. 
» Hazlett and Martin conceded, 
however, that the campaign pre- 
sents some problems. In the first 
place, there are 1,250,000 unem- 
ployed in the State. The coal and 
steel regions have been hit particu- 
larly hard, and the inhabitants are 
resentful against the administra- 
tion in power. 

Moreover, the indictment of 
Senator James J. Davis, Repub- 
licam pominee for re-election, is 
causing much embarrassment. Gov. 
Pinchot has demanded that Davis 
resign, and Davis has refused. The 
Governor's own course during the 
campaign is uncertain. He enter- 
tains strong views on the water- 
power question similar to those ex- 
pressed by. Roosevelt, and there is 
a possibility that he might come 
out openly for Roosevelt—as his 
intimate friend, Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, has done, 

Old Joe Grundy’s Grudge. 

Finally, Republican leaders in 
the State are worrying about “Old 
Joe” Grundy. Notwithstanding that 
President Hoover signed his tariff 
bill, Grundy holds a grudge against 
the administration. Although he 
raised $800,000 in 1928 to elect the 
Republican ticket, he has not 
turned a hand in the present cam- 
paign. 

Regardless of the troubles, how- 
ever, Martin and Hazlett. assured 
President Hoover that he would 
carry the State. They discounted 
the value of straw votes, a num- 
ber of which have given the Btate 
to Roosevelt by a substantial ma- 
joritf.

Voluntary Contributions Made 
So That Depositors May 
Be Paid in Full. 


Four stockholders of the Troy 
Exchange Bank, at Troy; Madison 
County, III., voluntarily put up 
$111,500 in order that depositors 
may be paid in full, it was learned 
today~on completion of a voluntary 
liquidation of the bank that hag 
been in progress since last Decem- 
ber. N 

Two of the four -stéckholders 
are daughters of the late W. W. 
Jarvis, who founded the bank in 
1885. They are Miss D. Genevieve 
Jarvis of Troy, who was  vice- 
president of the bank, and con- 
tributed $60,000, and her sister, 
Mrs. Sarah Séele of St. Louis, a di- 

ctor,.who gave $30,000. John 
Feldmeier of Troy, president of the 
bank, paid $25,000, and Dr. C. E. 
Molden of Troy, a director, $6500. 

The remainder of the $120,000 
difference between the deposits 
and money obtained from liquida- 
tion of assets was made up by 40 
small stockholders, most of them 
residing in the coal mining com- 
munity of Troy. 

Although the capital stock of the 
bank was only $40,000, and Tilinois 


ble liability of $80,000 on astock- 
holders, the stockholders decided 
that deposits of $600,000 would be 
paid in full. Instead of taking a

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 8.— 
Secretary of State Charles U. Beck- 
er, defeated candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor, 
today renewed his recent inferen- 
tial charges of irregularities in the 
primary election, but declined to 
say whether he would institute a 
contest of the nomination of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor E. H. Winter. 

Becker made public an excerpt 
of a letter from L. M. Henson, an 
attorney of Poplar Bluff, in which 
Henson stated his ballot, cast in the 
primary election last Aug. 2, later 
had been found behind a radiator 
in a polling place. Henson, in his 
letter, expressed a belief his ballot 
was not counted. Becker said Hen- 
son had voted for him. 

The Secretary of State refused to 
say whether he would file a contest 
when the two houses of the 1933 
Legislature, in joint session, canvass 
the vote cast for candidates for 
elective State offices in the election 
which’ will be held on Nov. 8. This 
fs hot a canvass of the vote cast in 
the primary elections, in which the 
candidates were nominated. 

The time for filing a primary 
contest has passed. Under these cir- 
cumstances, a contest before the 
Legisiature, if one were filed, ap- 
parently could be directed only at 
the eligibility of a candidate who 
had been elected in the general 
election, to take office.

D. degree after one year of 
study, 20-year-old Ruth Gruber of 


| Brooklyn said that she has not de- 


cided upon her “next step,” de- 
claring that she seeks only solitude 
in “a big room with four walls, to 
get my bearings.” 

Facing a battery of cameras as 
she stepped from the ship, Miss 
Gruber dodged them and fled to 
her home. She has since been be- 
sieged by so many callers she “feels 
hunted.” Despite the fact that she 
is probably the youngest Doctor of 
Philosophy, and that her work was 


heralded widely in the German 
press when it was announced that 
she had received the degree 
“magna cum laude,” she says she 
is surprised at “the fuss everybody 
is making.” The publicity about 
her she brands as “wretchedly sen- 
sational.”’ 

She completed four years of 
work at New York University in 
three years by taking summer 
courses at Mount Holyoke and the 
Harvard Summer School. Winning 
a fellowship to the University of 
Wisconsin, she took her Master of 
Arts degree there in 1931, having 
previously worked for a semester 
as a translator in a publishing 
house. When she was appointed 
as an American exchange student, 
she accepted at once, but not be- 
cause she intended to take her 
Ph. D. 

„1 had no intention of studying 
for a doctorate,” she said in an in- 
terview in the Herald Tribune. “I 
always wanted to travel, though, 
and when I had an opportunity of 
going to Germany I saw it as a new 
experience. I suppose I had not 
thought of the degree because it or- 
dinarily takes three years .for a 
doctorate, and my fellowship ex- 
pired after one.” 

Professors Persuaded Her. 

Professors at the university, how- 
ever, persuaded Miss Gruber to 
prepare herself for the higher de- 
gree. Her dissertation was a com- 
parison, written in German, of Vir- 
ginia Wolf, the English novelist, 
with other writers. She said it 
would be published in Germany 
within a year, and she intends to 
submit it to American publishérs. 
In recognition of her achieve- 
ment, the Mayor of Cologne sent 
her a gift of photographs and two 
volumes of city and university 
points of interest. A German newr- 
paper offered her an editorial po- 
sition, which she declined, but she 
has agreed to contribute articles on 
American life and letters. The first 
treatise will be a critical analysis 
of American literature, she said. 
Asked why she didn’t remain in 
Germany, she replied: “I had 3 
feeling I needed America. I have 
known since I was 8 I wanted to 
write, but I wanted to come back 
home to begin.” In the attic, she 
said, there is a collection of poen. a, 
stories and critical articlos she has 
composed since she was in hizh 
school. She keeps them under lock 
and key because they were written 
only for herself. 
“I never wrote anything with 
publication in mind,” she explained. 
“One shouldn't. It changes the 
whole tenor of the composition, and 
we write then with what our read- 
ers will think in our minds, not 
what we are really impelled to 
write. Furthermore, one under 20 
should not try to publish anything. 
It is too immature.” 

Never Attends Graduation. 
Miss Gruber said she refused to 
remain at Wisconsin until gradua- 
tion, adding that she had never at- 
tended graduation exercises at any 
school. 

“I couldn’t see any sense to wait- 
ing around for a week after the ex- 
aminations were over just to parade 
on campus in a cap and gown. That 
doesn’t mean anything. When the 
examinations are over, school is 
over. It is time to go home.” , 
In her library there is a neat, 
businesslike desk, with a tall and 
well-stacked bookcase beside it. In 
the same room, which is in a wing 
on the first floor of their home, her 
three brothers and sisters each have 
their desks and their own books. 
They have worked there since they 
started to go to school. 

Speaking again of her doctorate, 
she said “it was not really as hard 
as people think. I had time for 
travel, taking all my vacations and 
week-ends to see the interesting 
places. I went skiing in the Swiss 
Alps, and saw England, France, 
Holland and all of Germany. It is 
amazing that everybody is making 
such a fuss about the degree. Why, 
it could all become very cheap. 
When one gets it, it is over and 
ought to be forgotten.” 

Miss Gruber said she had sever- 
al offers to teach in Eastern col- 
leges, though she declined to name 
them. She refused, however, on 
the grounds that she could not ex- 
ist under the discipline of teaching. 
“For a teacher, life has ended; 
their taking has ceased, and there 
remains nothing but giving. They 
all stagnate, and cease to grow 
beyond the point they had reached 
when they began to teach.” 

Miss Gruber is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. David Gruber. Her 
father is a real estate operator in 


children. The elder daughter, Miss 
Betty Gruber, is a chemist, gradu- 
ated from New York University, 
and is 22. She and her brother, 
Dr. Harry Gruber, an interne at 


Kings County Hospital, have set up 
a chemical experimentation labora- 
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tory in the loft over their garage.

WITH ELECTRIC CURRENT 


Death Rate Cut From 28 to 12 Per 
Cent, Says Physical Therapy 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—Pneu- 
monia deaths can be decreased 
from 28 to 12 per cent by treatment 
with high frequency electrical cur- 
rents, Dr. Harry E. Stewart, New 
Haven, Conn., said yesterday. He 
told a section of the American Con- 
gress of Physical Therapy that re- 
cent observations showed pneu- 
monia mortality under diathermic 
treatment was 12 per cent. Aver- 
age pneumonia mortality is 28 per 
cent. 

The treatment consists in pass- 
ing high-frequency current, by 
large electrodes, through the 
chest,” he said, “raising somewhat 
the temperature of the lungs as na- 
ture does in her effort to combat 
the disease.

SPAIN TO DISTRIBUTE 
SIT PROPERTE 


Bill Consigning $30,000,000 
Holdings to Social Welfare 
Purposes Is Approved. 


By the Assomated Press. 
MADRID, Sept. 8.—The Na- 
tional Assembly iast night ap- 


proved a bill providing for the dis- 
tribution for social welfare of about 


$30,000,000 worth of confiscated 


Jesuit properties. 

It was stipulated that in case 
Jesuits did not appear in a legal 
writ as the owners of allegéd Jesuit 
properties, such holdings ajso would 
be confiscated and the listed owner 
receive 5 per cent of the former 
annual income. 

This disposal of Jesuit properties 
followed within seven months a 
governmental decree dissolving the 
order in Spain, its birthplace 400 
years ago. Confiscation was or- 
dered, and yesterday's law provid- 
ed for disposal. 

The January decree called for 
disbanding of Jesuit chapters 
within 10 days. The new Consti- 
tution had provided in its religious 
article that Jesuits could not live 
community lives in converts and 
some 4000 were affected. 

Many Jesuits left for, France, al- 
though it has been reported that 
many others remained in Spain dis- 
guised in civilian clothes and dis- 
tributed in private homes. 

When the confiscation order 
went into effect, the Bishops were 
entrusted with the churches of the 
order. At that time it was also es- 
timated that the Jesuit holdings in 
Spain amounted to $100,000,@00, 
but they were in the main securi- 
ties mostly in the hands of private 
individuals or companies and hence 
beyond confiscation. 

The most valpable buildings now 
consigned to social welfare are the 
Madrid Art 5 the Madrid 
Industrial Institufe, the Beusto 
Commercial and Literary Univer- 
sity of Bilbao, the Jesuit Shrine at 
Loyola, and Barcelona College. 

The Jesuits were founded by 
Capt.. Ignacio Loyola in the village 
of Azpetia in the Basque country. 
After an adventurous early life, 
Loyola, the son of a wealthy fam- 
ily, devoted himself to the founda- 
tion of the order and became St. 
Ignatius. 

The settlement or center of the 
Jesuit organization now known as 
Loyola is built around the found- 
er's castle-like home, which is still 
carefully preserved. This center, to 
which devout Jesuits from many 
countries heretofore have made 
their annual pilgrimage, was one of 
— order’s most chérished posses- 
sions.

It was Henderson's first public 
pronouncement on disarmament 
since the adjournment of the Ge- 
neva Conference. He said he frank- 
ly confessed the results were far 
from what he had expected. 

A critical situation was created, 
he said, by Germany's demand for 
arms equality. The suggestion was 
made that Germany leave the con- 
ference, he said, because it would 
now be impossible to achieve sue-- 
cess there, but this course, he, 
added, would mean disaster. “It 

would lead certainly,” he said, “to 
A renewal and intensification of 
the old competitive race for ar- 
maments.” 

Germany, he said, had nothing 
to gain by leaving the conference, 
which was not responsible for her 
present position. “Her claims must 
first be dealt with by the férmer 
Allied and Associated Powers,” he 
said. 


Obligation of the Powers. 

Although the results to date 
were not encouraging, he said, it is 
too early to declare the conference 
a failure. “TI have refused to con 
template failure and cannot do so 
now,” he added. “There has never 
been a conference with a greater 
public opinion behind it than this.“ 

The Allied and Associated Pow- 
ers, he said, have an obligation to 
the vanquished countries. “Let 
them bring forward to the confer- 
ence,” he said, “a practigal pro- 
gram of substantial and compre- 
hensive reductions, including those 
weapons of specially offensive 
character which were prohibited 
to Germany and other nations un- 
der the treaty of Versailles. 

“Such a program would impress 
the world and make settlement. of 
the German difficulty easier.” 

He gave warning that if the Ge- 
neva parléy should end without 
drastic reductions in armaments 
universally, the conference not only 
will have failed. but will have cre- 
ated a situation of grave world 
danger. 

“Archangel of Capitalism.” 

After this speech the Congress 
adopted a resolution manding 
drastic world disarmament and ex- 
pressing regret that the conference 
at Geneva had concluded its first 
phase without agreement on any 
effective measures. The resolution 
urged that the British Government 
seek full application of the Hoov- 
er disarmament proposals as a 
minimum of arms reduction, 

It was adopted unanimously,. al- 
though a delegate representing the 
South Wales Miners’ Union urged 
the Congress not to sponsor the 
Hoover proposals because President 
Hoover is “the archangel of capital- 
ism.” He urged adoption of the 
disarmament proposals advanced by 
Soviet Russia. 

Arthur Hayday, whe sponsored 
the resolution, said all labor fead- 
ers would compromise with capital- 
ism if they could obtain reduction 
in working hours.

Although 
better organized this year and more 
aggressive than in more than a 
decade, the minority party has 
waged its fight with little, if any, 
of the hoped-for financial aid from 
national headquarters. 
| The prohibition issue has been 
raised. in all three congressional 
contests and to some degree in the 
gubernatorial race. 

The Democratic State platform 
contains a resubmission plank. The 
Republican platform reaffirms its 
faith in national and State prghibi- 
tion. 

Louis J. Brann, the Democratic 
nominee for the governorship, and 
the three men seeking election as 
Congressmen on the Democratic 
ticket—Joseph E. F. Connolly of 
Portland, Edward C. Moran Jr. of 
Rockland and John G. Utterback 
of Bangor—are all for repeal.
